If that's what SeNHPC board members' thinking was 


about health maintenance organizations (HMOs) on May 8, 
where were their heads on Sept. 18,1975? 


That's the question being posed by many who were taken 


by surprise when the SeNHPC board voted Sept. 18 against the 
continuation of a Lincoln-Lancaster County HMO project 
which has been in the works for more than a year. 


An HMO, a prepaid medical group plan, offers an alter- 


native to conventional health insurance. 


Basically, consumers enroll in an HMO for a monthly fee 


which entitles them to receive care from doctors and nurses 
contracting with the HMO. 


HMO advocates say such a system can help rein in 


galloping health care costs by encouraging persons to seek 
preventive medical care as well as making health care more 
responsive to consumers. 


Long Record Of Success 


Although the idea is relatively new to this part of the coun- 


try, HMOs have been around since before World War n. HMOs 
in Washington, D.C., New York, Seattle, Wash., and Los 
Angeles have a long-standing record of success. 


A local, non-profit organization comprised of consumers 


interested in seeing an HMO in Lincoln-Lancaster County was 
formed early in 1974. Known as the Community Health Care 
Association, Inc. (CHCA), the organization, with the help of a 
federal grant, conducted a feasibility study which CHCA says 
indicates that an HMO could work here. 


It was CHCA's application for a second-stage, or planning, 


grant from the federal government that met with SeNHPC op- 
position last month. 


Under federal law, SeNHPC was required to review and 


comment on the grant request, and submit a recommendation 
to the Department of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW). 


Much Support Voiced 


At a public hearing on the issue, support for the project 


was voiced by, among others, two insurance firms (Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield and Bankers Life). Letters of support were 
received from Rep. Charles Thone, R-Neb., Mayor Helen 
Boosalis, two city council members, one Lancaster County 
commissioner and a number of industrial firms, governmental 


• agencies and labor unions. 


A SeNHPC task force assigned to study the request, as 


well as the council's staff, recommended that the SeNHPC 
board vote in favor of the request. 


But. for the first time ever, the board rejected a task force 


report. The vote was 11 to 3 with 5 abstentions. There are 42 
members on the board. 


Six of those who voted against the HMO were health care 


providers—a group often antagonistic towards HMOs. 


Those voting against included. Jack Stiles, executive director of St 


Elizabeth Health Center, E G Edwards, Bryan Memorial Hospital president. 
Dr. Richard Marshall, Lincoln dentist, Phil Fisher, administrator of St Mary's

National Bank of Commerce, Bill Johnston, Lincoln attorney; barrel Buettow, 
associate coordinator of the Nebraska Regional Medical Program; Les Souba, 
David City banker, and George Barber, Beatrice businessman 


Affirmative votes were cast by Sue ScotV homemaker; Margrethe 


Ahlschwede homemaker and Harry Allen, director of institutional research 
and planning for the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


'No Way' To Explain It 


"There is really no way that you can explain the reasoning 


behind the vote of the board... based on past action, based on 
policies" previously adopted, said Don Nielsen, president of 
CHCA and also a member of the SeNHPC board (he abstained 
from the vote because of his affiliation with CHCA). 


"Establishment" opposition to HMOs is frequently based 


upon what is seen as the threat of socialized medicine, com- 
petition with free enterprise and loss of doctor independence. 
Opponents of the Lincoln HMO also questioned the financial 
feasibility of the project, and they noted a lack of support on 
the part of community physicians. 


HMO proponents point out that the HMO is a means of 


preventing socialized medicine, that free enterprise insurance 
companies support HMOs as a means of keeping a lid on 
medical costs, and that doctors and consumers don't have to 
join if they don't want to. They also say that the potential 
financial and physician-related barriers are not insurmoun- 
table. 


Task force chairperson Sue Scott was disappointed 'that 


the pros and cons of the HMO concept were-tiebated at the 
board meeting. SeNHPC has previously endorsed the concept, 
she said; and the evaluation should have been made "on the 
basis of whether it (the grant request) was technically correct" 
(in keeping with federal guidelines). 


SeNHPC executive director Bill Joern disagreed, saying, 


"It's their (the board's) responsibility to discuss an item as 
they see it." 


Suter Surprised 


Jim Suter, director of the State Comprehensive Health 


Planning (CHP) Office, expressed surprise at the vote. The 
CHP council endorsed the task force report unanimously. 


"I very strongly endorse it (the project)," Suter said. 
"There is just no question that the concept of prepaid 


medical care (HMO) ... is going to be present... in the 
future,"- said Nielsen, who has requested that the issue be 
reconsidered at the next SeNHPC board meeting. 


"We (CHCA) believe that the sooner we get started (in 


HMO development), the more carefully it's studied, the more 
consumer input there is," the better off Lincoln will be. 


"We have a good (health care) system in Lincoln, and 


we're meeting the needs of the people quite well," he con- 
tinued. But the main issue is "whatHejre going to be facing 
tomorrow and years down the road. If the health care delivery 
system does not become responsive to the needs and the 
desires of the consumer," a governmental^ regulated system 
is apt to result.

59 Striking Firemen Fired 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - City officials 


began Sunday night to fiie striking firemen, 
dismissing 90 of the 858-member force who 
failed to respond to telegrams ordering them 
to work. A wave of fires, some suspicious, con- 
tinued. 


Fire Chief John Wass said telegrams were 


sent to the SO men ordering them to reporUo 
duty at 7 p.m. Sunday at four stations. He said 
none of the men reported and were dismissed, 
as Mayor Charles B. Wheeler Jr., had warned. 


Capt. Robert Black, a union spokesman, 


said firemen met Sunday evening and voted 
"100%" to continue the strike. He said 
most of the striking firemen were at the 
meeting and there was "no dissent" on con- 
tinuation of the strike.

Blast Dies 


Francis Kreifels, 39, of 331 N. 32nd, died Sun- 


day morning from injuries suffered in the Far-Mar- 
Co grain elevator explosion. His death brought the 
number of deaths from the Sept. 25 tragedy to 
three. 


William Palmer, 21, of 1741 N. 22nd, died 


Saturday night. Both had been in the St. Elizabeth 
Health Center burn trauma unit since the explo- 
sion. 


A third elevator employe, Terry Praeuner, 21, 


of 4119 Baldwin, died in the blast. 


Kreifels and Palmer were among four persons 


critically injured when an apparent grain dust 
-explosion rocked the structure near the State 
Fairgrounds with a series of blasts. 


Donald Brinkman of Palmyra, another 


employe, and Michael Murphy of North Bend, a 
truck driver, are reported in fair condition at the 
St. Elizabeth burn unit. 


Palmer was trapped in the building for more 


than an hour after the explosion. He was eventually 
rescued from the elevator's catwalk by firemen and 
flown to the hospital in an Army helicopter. 


Kreifels, who was an assistant superintendent 


at the elevator, had been a Lincoln resident for 21 
years. He was born in Syracuse. 


He is survived by his wife, Jean; six sons, 


Terry, Bruce, Danny, Michael, Tony and Mark; his 
mother, Mrs. Florence Kreifels of Syracuse; five 
brothers, Raymond, of White Swan, Wash., Robert 
of Omaha, Harlan and Milton of Syracuse, and 
Marion of Lincoln; and two sisters, Mrs. Luella 
Stutheit of Papillion, and Mrs. Kathleen Chrastle of 
Detroit Lakes, Minn.

trucks found with water in their gas tanks.

city fire fighters began Friday.

Saturday night and Sunday morning, com- 
pared with more than 50 the night before.

Leaders of striking Local No. 42 of the Inter- 


national Association of Fire Fighters said 
firemen were not responsible for anon or 
sabotage. 


"Ther^ is no evidence than any member of

fires," said Charles Shafer, an attorney for the 
union. 


Joe McMahon, an international vice presi- 


dent of the union, said Mayor Wheeler "made 
a clown out of himself... by accusing the fire 
fighters of arson and sabotage."

Bond Advocates 
A New Coalition

The remedy for unresponsive 


government is a "national coali- 
tion of needs" united politically 
against a system "closed to 
forgotten and unrepresented 
members of society," Julian 
Bond said Sunday night. 


"The reins of national govern- 


ment have been seized by a 
national coalition of the comfor- 
table, callous and smug — men 
with an arrogant contempt for 
people and their problems," the 
nationally known Georgia state 
senator said. 


That coalition should be op- 


posed by a coalition of the 
forgotten ones — youths, blacks, 
women, dissatisfied laborers — 
which will "create a system of 
laws and relationships that 
promises more than the present 
system of privilege for only a 
few," he said. 


Failure Possible 


The 35-year-old Bond, who 


achieved national prominence at 
the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention when he became the 
first black to be nominated for 
vice president, told ap- 
proximately 300 students at the 
Nebraska Union that the coali- 
tion he envisions may fail just as 
the activism of the 1960s failed. 


"A major political movement 


came to near maturity in the 
1960s, but that movement 
became partially the victim of its 
own success," he said. "It failed 
to sustain and extend itself. It 
saw itself dissipated by struggles 
on the edge." 


The new coalition is without a 


leader, Bond said, and suffers 
from split allegiances that 
weaken its potential. 


Bond was a part of the ac- 


tivism of the 1960s. He helped 
found the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee in 1965. 
was e^cted to the Georgia 
House of Representatives where 
he served four terms and spoke 
forcefully against the war in 
Vietnam. 


Amidst the confusion of the 


1960s, "picking up beer cans at 
the side of the highway became a 
substitute for winning jobs for 
blacks at the brewery." he said. 


Blacks Still Disadvantaged 
While blacks gained the right 


to sit, eat, ride and vote as they 
wished, their infant mortality 
rate remained twice that for 
whites, the average black male 
dies seven years earlier than his 
white counterpart and "a black 
college graduate stands a great 
chance of earning less money 
over a lifetime than a white high 
school dropout," Bond said. 


"While our general position 


has improved, our relative posi- 
tion has gotten worse," he said. 
"It's like climbing a molasses 
mountain in snowshoes while 
the rest ride the skylift to the 
top." 


Bond said the nation's greatest 


problem has become "a com- 
bination of race and economic 
chaos." 


Goals Listed 


To combat this, the new coali- 


tion should fight for income and 
wealth redistribution, the 
elimination of poverty through 
full employment, a system of 
education stressing both 
vocational and academic 
training, national heatlh care 
financed through the national 
treasury and control of 
monopolies, he said. 


Blast Kills 3 Spanish Guardsmen 


MADRID, Spain (AP) - A remote 


controlled bomb blew up a Civil 
Guard jeep Sunday in the Basque 
country of northern Spain, killing 
three guardsmen and wounding two, 
authorities reported Sunday. 


The blast twisted the Jeep through 


the air and hurled it 20 yards. 
Policemen aged 20,25 and 27 died in- 
stantly, and two others, aged 27 and 
29, were gravely Injured, the Guard 
said. 


The ambush was believed to have 


been the work of Basque separatist 
guerrillas taking revenge for the 
execution of two comrades executed 
eight days ago. 


Six members of the paramilitary 


Civil Guard have been killed in the last 
five days. 


The Spanish cabinet began an 


emergency session Monday morning 
to discuss spreading guerrilla violence. 
The session was scheduled before the 
roadside explosion Sunday. 


Civil Guard headquarters said the 


explosion occurred at 1:45 p.m. a mile 
from Aranzazu, 60 miles west of Satf 
Sebastian, a Basque guerrilla 
stronghold near the French border. 


The deaths raised to 98 the death 


toll in political violence in Spain since 
January 1974 - 24 of the victims were 
policemen, 14 civilians. 


The Spanish government, 


meanwhile, hailed the new military 
agreement with the United States as 
•"an affirmation of friendship" that 
will beta Gen, Francisco Franco's 


regime "in a moment of extraordinary 
importance." 


Spanish Foreign Minister Pedro 


Cortina said the new military agree- 
ment said the U.S. military presence 
in Spain "has importance in this mo- 
ment because there has not been in- 
terference (by the United States) in 
our political situation." 


The U.S.-Spanish agreement stood 


out in contrast to attacks by European 
Common Market nations and the 
Soviet Bloc over Spain's execution 
eight days ago of five men convicted of 
killing policemen. 


A Spanish Socialist described the 


agreement as "an propaganda and no 
pride. Spain would sign at any price 
because the United States to the only 
blanket it has." 


Message Says 
'SLA Lives On!' 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


new communique says "The 
SLA lives on!" and promises to 
show its existence, and a source 
close to the investigation of the 
terrorist group say some 
members may remain unknown 
and at large. 


The communique, signed 


"Symbionese Liberation Army" 
and dropped during the weekend 
in three California cities, denied 
the FBI's statement that the 
arrests of Patricia Hearst and 
her companions had put an end 
to the group. 


The FBI said there was no way 


to determine immediately if the 
document was authentic. But In 
Los Angeles, Special Agent R.E. 
Russell added, "We're going to 
handle it as though it is. We take 
all these things seriously." 


Following the arrest of Miss 


Hearst and her companions, an 
FBI spokesman here said, "We 
feel that as far as known 
members of the SLA are con- 
cerned, the back has been 
broken, but they always will 
have sympathizers." 


But the source close to the in- 


vestigation said, "What the FBI 
says is asinine. There were about 
28 SLA code names (found in 
one early SLA hideout). 


"Only 11 of the SLA names 


have been accounted for," he 
said. "Six are dead. Two are in 
prison. Then there's Patty and 
Emily and Bill Harris." 


Meanwhile, Miss Hearst's at- 


torney's said Sunday that a 
hearing on her ability to with- 
stand questioning has been put 
off one day, until Wednesday, at 
the request of psychiatrists who 
have been examining her. And 
attorney F. Lee Bailey said the 
state of her mind would be the 
most important element in the 
defense.

Socialists Win Majority 
In Austrian Parliament 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — 


Chancellor Bruno Kreisky's 
Socialist party won an absolute 
majority in Austria's parliamen- 
tary elections Sunday, the 
Interior Ministry announced. 


The ministry said the 


Socialists won 94 seats in the 183- 
seat parliament, a gain of one 
seat over their current strength. 
Officials said absentee ballots 
could alter the final makeup of 
parliament by one or two seats, 
but the Socialists' absolute 
majority was assured. 


The Christian Democrat 


Austrian People's party took 78 
seats, two less than in the last 
elections four years ago. The 
Freedom party went from 10 to 
11 seats. 


The People's party, under 


former banker Josef Taus, 42, 
had sought to recapture the 
political dominance it held from 
1945 to 1970, when it yielded con- 
trol to a minority Socialist 
government. The Socialists won 
an outright majority in 1971 and 
formed a government without 
coalition help. 


The Communists, who have 


held no seat in parliament for 20 
years, failed to make a signifi- 
cant showing in the polls and 
took no seats.

‘‘Establishment’’ opposition to HMOs is frequently based 
upon what is seen as the threat of socialized medicine, com­ 
petition with free enterprise and loss of doctor independence. 
Opponents of the Lincoln HMO also questioned the financial 
feasibility of the project, and they noted a lack of support on 
the part of community physicians. 
HMO proponents point out that the HMO is a means of 
preventing socialized medicine, that free enterprise insurance 
companies support HMOs as a means of keeping a lid on 
medical costs, and that doctors and consumers don’t have to 
join if they don’t want to. They also say that the potential 
financial and physician-related barriers are not insurmoun­ 
table. 
Task force chairperson Sue Scott was disappointed that 
the pros and cons of the HMO concept were debated at the 
board meeting. SeNHPC has previously endorsed the concept, 
she said; and the evaluation should have been made ‘‘on Uie 
basis of whether it (the grant request) was technically correct” 
(in keeping with federal guideUnes). 
SeNHPC executive director Bill Joem disagreed, saying, 
‘‘It's their (the board’s) responsibility to discuss an item as 
they see it.” 
Suter Surprised 
Jim Suter, director of the State Comprehensive Health 
Planning (CHP) Office, expressed surprise at the vote. The 
(’HP council endorsed the task force report unanimously. 
‘‘I very strongly endorse it (the project),” Suter said. 
‘‘There is just no question that the concept of prepaid 
medical care (HMO) . . . is going to be present . . . in the 
future,’’ said Nielsen, who has requested that the issue be 
reconsidered at the next SeNHPC board meeting. 
‘‘We (CHCA) believe that the sooner we get started (in 
HMO development), the more carefully it’s studied, the more 
consumer Input there is,” the better off Lincoln will be. 
‘‘We have a good (health care) system in Lincoln, and 
we're meeting the needs of the people quite well,” he con­ 
tinued But the main issue is ‘‘what weiire going to be facing 
tomorrow and years down the road. If the health care delivery 
system does not become responsive to the needs and the 
desires of the consumer,” a govemmentally regulated system 
is apt to result.

59 Striking Firemen Fired 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — City officials 
began Sunday night to fire striking firemen, 
dismissing 59 of the 858-member force who 
failed to respond to telegrams ordering them 
to work. A wave of fires, some suspicious, con­ 
tinued. 
Fire Chief John Wass said telegrams were 
sent to the 59 men ordering them to report to 
duty at 7 p.m. Sunday at four stations. He said 
none of the men reported and were dismissed, 
as Mayor Charles B. Wheeler Jr., had warned. 
Capt. Robert Black, a union spokesman, 
said firemen met Sunday evening and voted 
"lOOTo” to continue the strike. He said 
most of the striking firemen were at the 
meeting and there was ‘‘no dissent” on con­ 
tinuation of the strike. 
The firings were based on a state law 


prohibiting strikes by public employes. They 
came as National Guardsmen, police and a 
volunteer force tried to keep up with a 
growing number of blazes across this city of 
510,000. Officials said they believed some were 
arson. 
A police spokesman said approximately 50 
calls had been reported in a six-hour period 
beginning at mid-afternoon — about 10 times 
the normal number. Wass said he expected 
Sunday night’s activity to be as bad or worse 
than Friday night, when pobce reported 58 
calls. 
Some of the blazes were reported to be 
major, striking apartment buildings in older 
sections of the city and forcing residents to 
evacuate. No injuries were reported. 
The weekend’s activity brought an angry 


reaction from police and city officials, who 
charged some of the blazes might be arson. 
‘‘. .. There were strong indications that ar­ 
son was involved in six fires in abandoned 
buildings,” City Fire Director Frank Spink 
said of the fires Saturday night and Sunday 
morning. ‘‘They were in unusual locations and 
under unusual circumstances.” 
Police said two booby-trapped fire 
extinguishers were discovered filled with 
diesel fuel and there were reports of fire 
trucks found with water in their gas tanks. 
There have been no serious fires and no lose 
of life in fires since the strike by more than 800 
city fire fighters began Friday. 
Spink said only 22 fire calls were answered 
Saturday night and Sunday morning, com­ 
pared with more than 50 the night before. 


Once an hour, police radios broad- 
cast,‘‘Pohce personnel are reminded that the 
state law of Missouri and the department’s 
firearm poUcy both permit the use of a 
firearm to prevent an act of arson or to ap­ 
prehend an arsonist...” 
Leaders of striking Local No. 42 of the Inter­ 
national Association of Fire Fighters said 
firemen were not responsible for arson or 
sabotage. 
‘‘There is no evidence than any member of 
Local No. 42 had anything to do with the 
fires,” said (diaries Shafer, an attorney for the 
union. 
Joe McMahon, an international vice presi­ 
dent of the union, said Mayor Wheeler ‘‘made 
a clown out of himself... by accusing the fire 
fighters of arson and sabotage. ”

Donald Brinkman of Palmyra, another 
employe, and Michael Murphy of North Bend, a 
truck driver, are reported in fair condition at the 
St. Elizabeth burn unit. 
Palmer was trapped in the building for more 
than an hour after the explosion He was eventually 
rescued from the elevator’s catwalk by firemen and 
flown to the hospital in an Army helicopter. 
Kreifels, who was an assistant superintendent 
at the elevator, had been a Lincoln resident for 21 
years. He was born in Syracuse.

The remedy for unresponsive 
government is a ‘‘national coali­ 
tion of needs’’ united politically 
against a system "closed to 
forgotten and unrepresented 
members of society,” Julian 
Bond said Sunday night. 
‘ The reins of national govern­ 
ment have been seized by a 
national coalition of the comfor­ 
table, callous and smug — men 
with an arrogant contempt for 
people and their problems,” the 
nationally known Georgia state 
.senator said. 
That coalition should be op­ 
posed by a coalition of the 
forgotten ones — youths, blacks, 
women, dissatisfied laborers — 
which will “create a system of 
laws and relationships that 
promLses more than the present 
system of privilege for only a 
few,” he said. 
Failure Possible 
The 35-year-old Bond, who 
achieved national prominence at 
the 1968 Democ’ratic National 
Convention when he became the 
first black to be nominated for 
vice president, told ap­ 
proximately 300 students at the 
Nebraska Union that the coali­ 
tion he envisions may fail just as 
the activism of the l%Os failed 
“ A major poUtical movement 
came to near maturity in the 
1960s, but that movement 
became partially the victim of its 
own success.” he said. “It failed 
to sustain and extend itself. It 
saw itself dissipated by struggles 
on the edge.” 
The new coalition is without a 
leader. Bond said, and suffers 
from split allegiances that 
weaken its potential. 


Bond was a part of the ac­ 
tivism of the 1960s. He helped 
found the Student Nonviolent 
CoordiP'iting Committee in 1965, 
was elected to the Georgia 
House of Representatives where 
he served four terms and spoke 
forcefully against the war in 
Vietnam. 
Amidst the confusion of the 
1960s, “picking up beer cans at 
the side of the highway became a 
substitute for winning jobs for 
blacks at the brewery,” he said. 
Blacks Still Disadvantaged 
While blacks gained the right 
to sit, eat, ride and vote as they 
wished, their infant mortality 
rate remained twice that for 
whites, the average black male 
dies seven years earlier than his 
white counterpart and “a black 
college graduate stands a great 
chance of earning less money 
over a lifetime than a white high 
school dropout,” Bond said. 
“ W’hile our general position 
has improved, our relative posi­ 
tion has gotten worse.” he said. 
“ It’s like climbing a molasses 
mountain in snowshoes while 
the rest ride the skylift to the 
top” 
Bond said the nation’s greatest 
problem has become “a com­ 
bination of race and economic 
chaos.” 
Goals Listed 
To combat this, the new coali­ 
tion should fight for income and 
wealth redistribution, the 
elimination of poverty through 
full employment, a system of 
education stressing both 
vocational and academic 
training, national heatlh care 
financed through the national 
treasury and control of 
monopolies, he said.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — A remote 
controlled bomb blew up a (?ivil 
Guard jeep Sunday in the Basque 
country of northern Spain, killing 
three guardsmen and wounding two, 
authorities reported Sunday. 
The blast twisted the jeep through 
the air and hurled it 20 yards. 
Pohcemen aged 20, 25 and 27 died in­ 
stantly, and two others, aged 27 and 
29, were gravely injured, the Guard 
said. 
The ambush was believed to have 
been the work of Basque separatist 
guerrillas taking revenge for the 
execution of two comrades executed 
eight days ago. 


The Spanish cabinet began an 
emergency session Monday morning 
to discuss spreading guerrilla violence. 
The session was scheduled before the 
roadside explosion Sunday. 


Civil Guard headquarters said the 
explosion occurred at 1:45 p.m. a mile 
from Aranzazu, 60 miles west of San 
Sebastian, a Basque guerrilla 
stronghold near the FÍ«nch border. 
The deaths raised to 38 the death 
toll in political violence in Spain since 
January 1974 — 24 of the victims were 
policemen, 14 civilians. 


Six members of the paramilitary 
Civil Guard have been killed in the last 
five days. 


The Spanish government, 
meanwhile, hailed the new military 
agreement with the United States as 
'“an affirmation of friendship” that 
will help (kn. Francisco Franco’s 


regime “ in a moment of extraordinary 
importance.” 
Spanish Foreign Minister Pedro 
Cortina said the new military agree­ 
ment said the U.S. military presence 
in Spain “ has importance in this mo­ 
ment because there has not been in- 
t<3Tference (by the United States) in 
our political situation.” 
The U.S.-Spanish agreement stood 
out in contrast to attacks by European 
Common Market nations and the 
Soviet Bloc over Spain’s execution 
eight days ago of five men convicted of 
killing policonen. 
A Spanish Socialist described the 
agreement as “ all propaganda and no 
pride. Spain v?ould sign at any price 
because the United States is the only 
blanket it has.”

The communique, signed 
“Symbionese Liberation Army” 
and dropped during the weekend 
in three California cities, denied 
the F B I’s statement that the 
arrests of Patricia Hearst and 
her companions had put an end 
to the group. 
The FBI said there was no way 
to determine immediately if the 
document was authentic. But In 
Los Angeles, Special Agent R.E. 
Russell added, “We're going to 
handle it as though it is. We take 
all these things seriously.” 
Following the arrest of Miss 
Hearst and her companions, an 
FBI spokesman here said, “ We 
feel that as far as known 
members of the SLA are con­ 
cerned, the back has been 
broken, but they always will 
have svinpathizers.” 
But the source close to the in­ 
vestigation said, “ What the FB I 
says is asinine. There were about 
28 SLA code names (found in 
one early SLA hideout). 
“ Only 11 of the SLA names 
have been accounted for,” he 
said. “Six are dead. Two are in 
prison. Then there’s Patty and 
Emily and Bill Harris.”

Senate intelligence committee said Sunday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, said on ABC's 


"Issues and Answers" that former Central 
Intelligence Director Richard Helms told his com- 
mittee in: secret testimony that there had been 
attempts on Castro's life. 


"When this~ report comes out you will find both 


plots and attempts and they span many years. They 
span the years from the (Dwight D.) Eisenhower ad- 
ministration through the (John F.) Kennedy ad- 
ministration and into the (Lyndon B.) Johnson ad- 
ministration," Church said. 


But Church said his committee had not been able 


to find any hard evidence that any of the presidents 
were aware of the plots or attempts on Castro. 


Church said his committee will recommend a law 


prohibiting such assassination attempts which, he 
said, apparently are not illegal under American law. 


Asked whether he felt there could be prosecutions 


of any CIA personnel for other activities of the past 
which violated law, Church said the Justice Depart- 
ment is looking into this matter. 


If there were not some basis for prosecutions, he 


said, Justice would not be looking into this. 
-But earlier on CBS's "Face the Nation" Central 
Intelligence Director William E. Colby said he didn't 
feel any afcency employes would be convicted for 
past activities. 


A jury, he said, would undoubtedly take into con- 


sideration the circumstances and intent of the ac- 
tions. 


Asked if reports that the total cost of the nation's 


intelligence gathering is about 96 billion a year are 
true, Church said that figure is "in the ballpark." 


He said his committee is seeking a means to make 


public the exact cost of the nation's Intelligence 
gathering.

NEW YORK (AP) - Japan's Emperor 


Hirohito, on a visit intended to put the final 
touch to the reconciliation of his country 
and the United States, got a kaleidoscopic 
view of American society Sunday. 


The emperor's day started with a school 


children's serenade in Central Park, which 
was followed by a tour of Vice President 
and Mrs. Nelson A. Rockefeller's new 
Japanese-style house. He ended his public 
appearances Sunday at the New York Jets- 
New England Patriots football game. 


The score was 22-0, in favor of the Jets, 


when Hirohito and Empress Nagako 
arrived at Shea Stadium by helicopter from 
the Rockefeller compound in Westchester 
County. 


The imperial couple took seats on 


throne-like red velvet chairs behind a plexi- 
glass shield in a box with Jets President 
Philip Iselin, National Football League 
Commissioner Pete Resell and William 
Shea for whom the stadium was named. 


They saw Joe Namath throw two 


touchdown passes for the Jets and Steve 
Grogan .throw one for the Patriots. The 
Jets won the game 36 to 7. 
'The Japanese rulers, who live in a 
moated Tokyo palace, visted the 
Rockefellers at their 3,0004cre estate, 30 
miles north of Manhattan, which is sur- 
rounded by a miles-long wall at least 10 
feet high. 


Security precautions, stepped up since 


recent assassination attempts on President 
Ford, were rigid but the hosts and the 
honored guests were in a relaxed and hap- 
py mood. 


The emperor, smiling frequently, made 


no reference to the arrest here Saturday 
night of two Chinese-Americans, and con- 
fiscation of a small arsenal of rifles, 
automatic weapons and even a bow-and- 
arrow. 


The Secret Service said 'it made the 


arrests and the raid after the FBI warned 
Kenneth Raymond Chin, 27, and Elizabeth 
Jane Young, 30, were a "possible danger" 


to the life of the emperor. 


In contrast to the Japanese visit to the 


American equivalent of a royal palace, 
Norway's visiting King Olav spent the day 
attending services at the Norwegian 
Seamen's Church and mingling with the 
Norwegian colony in Bay Ridge, Brooklyn. 


Olav, a World War n hero, is here star- 


ting a 26-day visit around the country to 
commemorate the 190th anniversary of the 
first organized Norwegian emmigration to 
the United States. 


At the Rockefeller compound, Hirohito 


told the vice president he was "most 
pleased with the warm reception given to 
us by President Ford." 


Rockefeller replied that Ford is "deeply 


honored to have you in this country." 


Then the emperor said "I am happy to 


realize my long-term desire to visit 
America," and the vice president replied 
"the people of America are happy you are 
here." The emperor is here on a 15-day 
goodwill tour.

Contact and Ooomph, Snoopy's pilot 
positioned and manhandled the un- 
responding prop three times before 
smoke finally belched into his face. 
"Phhttt!" was all the Good Guy said. The 
fourth time, it caught. 


Then Scotty ran to his Sopwith Camel, 


the most famous British WWI airplane. 
Not to be outdone in recreating the legen- 


dary 1917 air battle, Snoopy had installed 
an electric starter. (Who says Good Guys 
finish last?) 


Off the motion picture pilots flew, 


blustering in the machines uspd by "The 
Great Waldo Pepper" (Robert Hertford) 
in his sky duel with Ernst Kessler. 


Meanwhile, kids on the other side of 


the field were sporting their Snoopy 
Spotter Club badges. "Curse You, Red 
Baron!" buttons and launching hand 
gliders. Some lucky ones won gas- 
powered German Albatross bi-planes as 
prizes. 


But it was the big planes that awed the 


kids. "Look at the guns!" one youngster 
marveled. Though they were replicas, 
they perched on restorations of the 
Sopwith worth $45,000 and the Fokker 
valued at more than $50,000.

that bedazzled his small admirers 


Close behind came the evil Red Baron, 


winning only a wave of Boo's and 
thumbs-down as he chased Snoopy with a 
riding crop The Baron's vile goal To 
steal the secret bread recipe. 


To the skies they went, the dastardly 


Baron taking off first and doubling back 
to make a sneaky machine gun pass as 
Snoopy's pilot revved up on the ground.

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Split Not Necessarily Bad 


The Lincoln City Council in recent 


weeks has split along the narrowist of 
margins in deciding a number of issues of 
overriding importance. On those issues, in- 
cluding the selection of a new police chief, 
the creation of a civilian police review 
board and saying no to Lincoln participa- 
tion in a nuclear power plant, the votes 
were identical — Sue Bailey, Max Denney, 
Bob Jeambey and John Robinson were on 
the prevailing side and Dick Baker, Steve 
Cook and Bob Sikyta comprised the minori- 
ty. 


Does this indicate a deep and 


tonglasting council split? Does such a divi- 
sion among municipal lawmakers bode ill 
for the city's future? Such questions are 
being asked by observers of Lincoln city 
government. 


It's The Star's thought that there can 


be as much to worry about from consistent 
7-0 votes as there is in the council voting 4-3 
down the line. Consistency is the bugaboo 
which suggests an infertile political en- 
vironment. But the Lincoln council mixes 
them up. They do not vote consistently 4-3 
nor 7-0. The council agrees on some things 
and disagrees on others — which is healthy 
on the surface at least. 


We're not sold on the political- 


ideological cleavage theory, either. That 
idea holds that the majority is liberal, the 
minority conservative. 


The council majority acted in con- 


currence with the selection committee's 
recommendation in confirming Mayor 
Boosalis's nomination of a police chief. The 
majority adopted the compromise sugges- 
tion by two council members in creating a 
new police review board. On the other 
hand, the majority went against the elec- 
tric power supply program recommended 
by the Lincoln Electric System board in 


nixing Lincoln's part ownership in the Ft. 
Calhdun No. 2 nuclear generating plant. 


Now, it's not necessarily liberal to 


want to confirm a choice they perceived as 
the best police chief Lincoln could get. It's 
not necessarily liberal to opt for better 
citizen review of complaints against the 
police. It's not necessarily liberal to ques- 
tion nuclear economics. Nor is opposition 
to those poisitions necessarily the mark of 
a conservative. 


Perhaps what has happened in these 


instances is a majority bucking of comfor- 
table Lincoln establishment ideas; a kick in 
the pants of old status quo. The majority 
can be seen as unafraid to deal with an un- 
known quantity or untested person or idea. 
And that is not to say that the four 
members will be proved right in every 
case. It should be pointed out, also, tha: the 
minority has joined the majority in 
breaking away from established council 
conduct in the matter of street widenings. 


If these actions can be seen as having 


predominant liberal or conservative 
flavors, go ahead and so label them. But it 
would be a perversion of the terms. 


Another factor has been suggested. On 


the recent controversial issues, the majori- 
ty views have coincided with the views of 
Mayor Boosalis. It's thought in some 
quarters that the motivation behind the 
voting of at least some members of the 
minority of three rests in the results of the 
Boosalis-Schwartzkopf mayoral election 
last May; that the wrath of the forces who 
backed Schwartzkopf will be represented 
by opposition to Mrs. Boosalis' positions 
and the positions of those council members 
who seem to agree with her. 


Hopefully no Lincoln City Council 


decision will ever be made on such shallow 
considerations. 


Many Refugees Still Wait 


Gov. Exon is said to still be con- 


sidering a decision to sign an agreement 
with the federal government that would 
place responsibility for settling Vietnamese 
refugees with the state. Thus far, some 700 
refugees have settled in Nebraska, under 
the auspices of several communities and 
volunteer groups. Those additional 
refugees who might settle in Nebraska 
would be aided in their move by state of- 
ficials and with the help of federal funds. 


Exon aides say the state administra- 


tion wants to assure itself there is sufficient 
community support before signing the 
agreement and one aide commented, "we

don't want them (refugees) to end up on 
welfare." 


Certainly community support for the 


resettlement of Vietnamese refugees is one 
factor to be considered. The refugees 
wouldn't want to end up where they are 
not wanted. 


But it is hoped that Nebraskans can 


accept this state's share of those remaining 
who have not yet found a home. It is get- 
ting very late and many of the refugees 
have been in the temporary camps for 
months on end. 


It is hoped that the humanitarian con- 


sideration is the foremost factor in the 
governor's decision.

We had hoped The Star would print correc- 


tions of the many inaccuracies and misleading 
statements in Bob Owens' Sept. 12 column com- 
paring the Daily Nebraskan's "First Down" 
with the UNL athletic department program; no 
corrections were run. We hoped, then, that the 
matter would be dropped after one column; it 
was not. 


Therefore we wish to respond officially to 


Owens" column. We hope it is not too late to 
clear up the misunderstandings created, in part, 
by the Sept. 12 "Sports Signals." 


Owens' persistence in calling the athletic 


department publication "the 'official' program" 
(see also "Sports Signals," Sept. 17), despite his 
quotation marks, has the effect of denying 
"First Down's" legitimacy as a UNL home foot- 
ball game program. To the best of our 
knowledge the Board of Regents — ultimate 
publisher of both programs — has yet to declare 
one publication "official" and the other "unof- 
ficial." 


Owens told us in August that he had never 


seen our publication. Apparently he still had not 
seen it when his column was written, or he 
would know "First Down" does contain "much 
more than a list of numbers."

He also would have known, had he checked 


with us, that only two of our salespeople last 
season used the pitch, "Don't let the athletic 
department rip you off..." When the use of 
this line was discovered, the persons involved 
were reprimanded. 


In what we hope is a typographical error, 


Owens says athletic department sales have 
dropped 29,950 a game from 1973, "as a result of 
this competition." It is obvious from the context 
that the figure should be 2,OW*ome. This is 
confirmed January 1975 data provided us by Bill 
Fisher, UNL athetic business manager; the 
average drop in program sales from 1973 to 1974 
was 2,950 per game. The very least The Star 
could dp is correct this error, a 127,000 error.

when the price was raised. In fact, it was in 
1974, the season that saw the 2,950-a-game sales 
drop. That drop was the first major one since 
1971 — when, by the way, the Daily Nebraskan 
was not publishing any football program. 


Owens cites the 12% commission made by 


athletic department salespeople, "who are 
working their way through college." Our sellers, 
who also are working college students make 40 
to 50 per cent commission. 


By citing Bob Devaney's misdirected 1969 


letter of protest to the School of Journalism, 
Owens implies that "First Down" and the Daily 
Nebraskan are supervised by the J-School. We 
are not. There is no connection whatever. 


Some of the language used in the column 


smacks of yellow journalism. For example, why 
say "First Down" is published by the Daily 
Nebraskan "of all things" (our emphasis)? Such 
a phrase might have been appropriate if Owens 
were talking about a program published by the 
Yippies, but it is nonsense when talking about 
the UNL student newspaper. 


Despite what seems to lie a measure of 


public opinion created against "First Down," 
however, our sales have not been hurt substan- 
tially, according to our business manager. This 
fact affirms our belief that there is a place for 
our product, that it can exist side by side with 
the athletic department publication, that both 
can fulfill their separate purposes without 
detracting from each other.

You see, we feel "First Down's" primary 


market is different than that of the athletic 
department's product. If it were not, we might 
be trying to duplicate the department's publica- 
tion and circulation — and it should be obvious 
to anyone who has seen "First Down" that such 
is not the case.

ft would be good if the President could 


bear more from people who may really 
need help, who do not have ft so securely 
"made" as most of the Omaha con- 
ference participants.

It would be better to widen the invita- 


tion list to include more segments of 
society — and perhaps this is ac- 
complished in other presidential talk 
sessions either in or outside the White 
House.

The Lin coln City Cou n cil in recen t 
weeks has split alon g the n arrowist of 
margin s in decidin g a n u mber of issu es of 
ov erridin g importan ce. On those issu es, in ­ 
clu din g the selection of a n ew police chief, 
the creation of a civ ilian police rev iew 
board an d say in g n o to Lin coln participa­ 
tion in a n u clear power plan t, the v otes 
were iden tical — Su e Bailey , Max Den n ey , 
Bob Jeambey an d John Robin son were on 
the prev ailin g side an d Dick Baker, Stev e 
Cook an d Bob Siky ta comprised the min ori­ 
ty . 
D oes this in d ic a te a d eep an d 
lon glastin g cou n cil split? Does su ch a div i­ 
sion amon g mu n icipal lawmakers bode ill 
for the city ’s fu tu re? Su ch qu estion s are 
bein g asked by observ ers of Lin coln city 
gov ern men t. 
It’s The Star’s thou ght that there can 
be as mu ch to worry abou t from con sisten t 
7 -0 v otes as there is in the cou n cil v otin g 4-3 
down the lin e. Con sisten cy is the bu gaboo 
which su ggests an in fertile political en ­ 
v iron men t. Bu t the Lin coln cou n cil mix es 
them u p. They do n ot v ote con sisten tly 4-3 
n or 7 -0. The cou n cil agrees on some thin gs 
an d disagrees on others — which is healthy 
on the su rface at least. 
We’re n ot sold on the political- 
ideological cleav age theory , either. That 
idea holds that the majority is liberal, the 
min ority con serv ativ e. 
The cou n cil majority acted in con ­ 
cu rren ce with the selection com m ittee’s 
recommen dation 
in

May or 
Boosalis’s n omin ation of a police chief. The 
m ajority adopted the compromise su gges­ 
tion by two cou n cil members in creatin g a 
n ew police rev iew board. On the other 
han d, the majority wen t again st the elec­ 
tric power su pply pro^am recommen ded 
by the Lin coln Electric Sy stem board in 


n ix in g Lin coln ’s part own ership in the Ft. 
Calhou n No. 2 n u clear gen eratin g plan t. 
Now, it’s n ot n ecessarily liberal to 
wan t to con firm a choice they perceiv ed as 
the best police chief Lin coln cou ld get. It’s 
n ot n ecessarily liberal to opt for better 
citizen rev iew of complain ts again st the 
police. It’s n ot n ecessarily liberal to qu es­ 
tion n u clear econ omics. Nor is opposition 
to those poisition s n ecessarily the mark of 
a con serv ativ e. 
Perhaps what has happen ed in these 
in stan ces is a majority bu ckin g of comfor­ 
table Lin coln establishmen t ideas; a kick in 
the pan ts of old statu s qu o. The majority 
can be seen as u n afraid to deal with an u n ­ 
kn own qu an tity or u n tested person or idea. 
An d that is n ot to say that the fou r 
members will be prov ed right in ev ery 
case. It shou ld be poin ted ou t, also, that the 
m in ority has join ed the m ajority in 
breakin g away from established cou n cil 
con du ct in the m atter of street widen in gs. 
If these action s can be seen as hav in g 
pred om in an t liberal or con serv ativ e 
flav ors, go ahead an d so label them.

This is 
con firmed Jan u ary 1975 data prov ided u s by Bill 
Fisher, UNL athetic bu sin ess man ager; the 
av erage drop in program sales from 19 73 to 1974 
was 2,9 50 per game.

Fisher told u s sales oi an y program may 
drop becau se of su ch factors as the econ omy 
an d the weather.

Seed for pastures and grass 


hay crops is a vital part of feed 
production for Nebraska's cattle, 
butnot many farmers grow seed. 


Seed production requires a lot 


of • specialized equipment, 
dedicated removal of weeds and 
other plants and careful timing 
of harvest operations. 
rtYou really have to fool 


Mother Nature. You must get 
grass seed harvested when it's a 
little damp, just before it's fully 
ripe, or you don't get it," said 


Dave Stock of Murdock. 


Dave and his father, Lyle, 


operate Stock Seed Farms which 
produces certified grass seed, 
along with soybean, corn, wheat 
and other seeds. All their seeds 
are grown under the certified 
seed rules of the Nebraska Crop 
Improvement Association. 


With luck and rain, the Stocks 


usually manage to harvest seed 
from a grass field a year after 
planting. "The trick is getting it 
to rain. Without rain you don't 
get much of anything to grow," 
said Lyle. 


If the crop does grow, the 


harvesting is a major problem. 
"We use a combine with the 
screens taken out and collect 
anything that falls thru the straw 
rack. If we have a good day we 
get about 95% of the seed in the 
field," Dave said. 


They also get a lot of other 


plant material that must be 
removed before the seed can be 
sold. It is sold on number of pure 
seed in the bag based on a Crop 
Improvement Assn. test. 


"First we fork it into a drying 


bin and use natural air to dry the

material that come* in from the 
field. Then we fork it back out 
into a truck and haul it to our 
seed cleaning plant so we can 
use the bin for grain or 
soybeans," Dave explained. 


The cleaning plant is a new 


one with many screens of 
different sizes that separate un- 
wanted grass stems and un- 
wanted weed seeds from the 
seed to be sold. 


"Grass seed is so light that you 


can't use wind to separate trash 
as you can in soybeans or wheat. 
By using several different 
screens with different shaped 
holes we do a pretty good job. 
Sometimes you have to run it 
through twice to get the job 
done," be said. 


The new machine didn't come 


cheap. "To tell you the truth, I 
have been afraid to figure up 
exactly what it did cost. But I 
guess $11,000 would be a fair es- 
timate. We had motors to buy 
that didn't come with the mill," 
Lyle said. 


The father-son team said the 


key to their operation is the new 
and better native grasses 
developed by Dr. Laurance 
Newell, a grass breeder who 
retired from the University of 
Nebraska last year. "He is still 
-working on grass; I hope be 
never quits," said Lyle. 


The Stocks said the new 


varieties are much better than 
the native grasses Mother 
Nature started with, grow more 
forage and produce much better 
pastures. 


The Stocks also are involved in 


helping farmers get better 
pasture crops on their farms by 
renting special seeding equip- 
ment 


Some farmers still seed 


pastures by scattering seed 
behind a springtooth mat digs up 
a pasture. It takes a lot more 
seed to get a good stand that 
way. 


"The real key is good pasture 


management, once you get the 
grass to grow. You really need 
one pasture of cool season 
grasses that grow in spring and 
fall and a second pasture with 
warm season grasses that grow 
well in hot weather to have fat 
cattle all summer," Lyle said. 


Like most fanners, Dave Stock 


has plans that will take a lot of 
money he doesn't have. "I would 
like to have some wood storage 
buildings which are better for 


New Corn Delivery Points Approved 


Washington — The Commodi- 


ty Futures Trading Commission 
(CFTC) announced approval of a 
proposal by the Chicago Board 
of Trade to establish new 
delivery points for corn under its 
futures contracts. 


The Board of Trade's corn 


contract presently has Chicago 
as its sole delivery point. The 
commission approved a rule 
change to permit delivery at 
warehouses located with the 
Toledo, Ohio, switching district

or the St. Louis, Mo.; East St. 
Louis, HI.; and Alton, m., 
switching district. 


The exchange will apply 


differentials of 4 cents per 
bushel discount for corn delivery 
at both Toledo and St. Louis. 


The CFTC determined not to 


proceed with the Chicago Board 
of Trade's prpposal for ad- 
ditional delivery points for 
soybeans with the understanding 
that the board intends to 
withdraw its application. 


"The commission approved 


the additional corn delivery 
points to forestall the possibility 
of price manipulation, market 
•ongestion or abnormal move- 
ment of corn due to inadequate 
delivery capacity for the corn 
contracts on the Chicago Board 
of Trade," said CFTC Chairman 
William T. Bagley. 


"There is a danger of conges- 


tion and manipulation if the corn 
contract continues to be traded 
with Chicago as the only delivery 
point," Chairman Bagley said. 
"The public interest is served by 
the Board of Trade proposal, 
which will be applied to 1976 
corn crop contract. It is both the 


quickest available remedy and 
the least anti-competitive alter- 
native. It will have the effect of 
significantly increasing 
deliverable supplies for corn." 


The commission was faced 


with the alternatives of lengthy 
hearings, which would have 
forced the postponement of the 
new rule, or making the deter- 
mination quickly so that the rule 
could be in effect for futures 
contracts for the new crop year, 
which will go on the board 
within weeks. 


The commission noted that, 


due to the urgency of the matter, 
it did not have sufficient time to 
conduct in-depth public hearings 
on the proposed rule changes but 
added that it planned to "active- 
ly and aggressively" review the 
delivery points issue in the 
forthcoming months. 


The commission, in addition 


to its regularly-designated 
procedures for studying market 
rule changes, has established an 
Advisory Committee on the 
Economic Role of Contract 
Markets.

A farmer I know evaluated the 


daily grain market report this 
week by laying it was all politics. 
Trying to predict a political 
market is beyond the ability of 
most, if not all, farmers. They 
are confused and angry. 


Normally, you could expect 


the market to be at a year's high 
at harvest time. This year, in the 
face of unknown demand by the 
eastern European nations that 
have had a bad crop year, this is 
not so. Even with a fair estimate 
of their needs, predictions are 
difficult because political 
decisions on the amount to be 
sold are the key to the market 
price. 


It would seem unlikely that 


the balance of trade can remain 
favorable with a 10% increase in 
oil prices while grain sales are 
restricted. 


The oil price increase could 


arrange, 
ivetobe 


raise demands to trad* grain for 
oil on a barter basis. Such deals 
are very difficult to 
however, and would have 
adjusted anually. 


Poland could take quite a bit 


of US. grain if the State Depart- 
ment would allow it. Russia has 
a lot of grain on order, possibly 
as much as her antiquated port 
system really can handle. Bui 
some could be shipped overland 
from Western Europe or via the 
Polish ports.

Fears that the bottom will 


drop out of the market would 
appear unwarranted. Lower 
prices for grain would almost 
certainly be countered by a 
sharp increase in livestock 
feeding which will soften the 
downward pressure.

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Grass Growers M ust Fool M a Nature 
Weekly Grain Report 


By DOMINICK COSTELLO 
Farm Eklitor 
Seed for pastures and grass 
hay crops is a vital part of feed 
production for Nebraska’s cattle, 
but not many farmers grow seed. 
Seed production requires a lot 
of 
specialized equipment, 
dedicated removal of w ^ s and 
other plants and careful timing 
of harvest operations. 
‘'You really have to fool 
Mother Nature. You must get 
grass seed harvested when it’s a 
little damp, just before it’s fully 
ripe, or you don’t get it,” said 


Dave Stock of Murdock. 
Dave and his father, Lyle, 
operate Stock Seed Farms which 
produces certified grass seed, 
along with soybean, com, wheat 
and other se^ s. All their seeds 
are grown under the ceitiiied 
seed rules of the Nebraska Crop 
Improvement Association. 
With luck and rain, the Stocks 
usually manage to harvest seed 
from a grass field a year after 
planting. “The trick is getting it 
to rain. Without rain you don’t 
get much of anything to grow,” 
said Lyle. 


If the crop does grow, the 
harvesting is a major problem. 
“We use a combine with the 
screens taken out and collect 
anything that falls thru the straw 
rack. If we have a good day we 
get about 95% of the seed in the 
field,” Dave said. 
They also get a lot of other 
plant material that must be 
removed before the seed can be 
sold. It is sold on number of pure 
seed in the bag based on a Crop 
Improvement Assn. test. 
“First we fork it into a drying 
bin and use natural air to dry the

needed by many, but produced by few. 


material that comes in from the 
field. Then we fork it back out 
into a truck and haul it to our 
seed cleaning plant so we can 
use the bin for grain or 
soybeans,” Dave explained. 
The cleaning plant is a new 
one with many screens of 
different sizes that separate un­ 
wanted grass stems and un­ 
wanted weed seeds from the 
seed to be sold. 
“Grass seed is so light that you 
can’t use wind to separate trash 
as you can in soybeans or wheat. 
By using several different 
screens with different shaped 
holes we do a pretty good job. 
Sometimes you have to run it 
through twice to get the job 
done,” he said. 
The new machine didn’t come 
cheap. “To tell you the truth, I 
have been afraid to figure up 
exactly what it did cost. But I 
guess $11,000 would be a fair es­ 
timate. We had motors to buy 
that didn’t come with the mill,” 
Lyle said. 
The father-son team said the 
key to their operation is the new 
and better native grasses 
developed 
by Dr. Laurance 
Newell, a grass breeder who 
retired from the University of 
Nebraska last year. “He is still 
.working on grass; I hope he 
never quits,” said Lyle. 


The Stocks said the new 
varieties are much better than 
the native grasses Mother 
Nature started with, grow more 
forage and produce much better 
pastures. 
The Stocks also are involved in 
helping farmers get better 
pasture crops on their farms by 
renting special seeding equip­ 
ment. 
Some fanners still seed 
pastures by scattering seed 
behind a springtooth that digs up 
a pasture. It takes a lot more 
s e ^ to get a good stand that 
way. 


“The real key is good pasture 
management, once you get the 
grass to grow. You really need 
one pasture of cool season 
grasses that grow in spring and 
fall and a second pasture with 
warm season grasses that grow 
well in hot weather to have fat 
cattle all summer,” Lyle said. 
Like most farmers, Dave Stock 
has plans that will take a lot of 
money he doesn’t have. “I would 
like to have some wood storage 
buildings which are better for 
New Corn Delivery Points Approved 


Washington — The Commodi­ 
ty Futures Trading Commission 
(CFTC) announced approval of a 
proposal by the Chicago Board 
of Trade to establish new 
delivery points for com under its 
futures contracts 


The Board of Trade’s corn 
contract presently has Chicago 
as its sole delivery point. The 
commission approved a rule 
change to permit delivery at 
warehouses located with the 
Toledo, Ohio, switching district 
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or the St. Louis, Mo.; East St. 
Louis, 111.; and Alton, III., 
switching district. 
The exchange will apply 
differentials of 4 cents per 
bushel discount for com delivery 
at both Toledo and St. Louis. 
The CFTC determined not to 
proceed with the Chicago Board 
of Trade’s proposal for ad­ 
ditional delivery points for 
soybeans with the understanding 
that the board intends to 
withdraw its application. 
“The commission approved 
the additional corn delivery 
points to forestall the possibility 
of price manipulation, market 
congestion or abnormal move­ 
ment of com due to inadequate 
delivery capacity for the com 
contracts on the Chicago Board 
of Trade,” said CFTC Chairman 
William T. Bagley. 
“There is a danger of conges­ 
tion and manipulation if the com 
contract continues to be traded 
with Chicago as the only delivery 
point,” Chairman Bagley said. 
“The public interest is served by 
,the Board of Trade proposal, 
which will be applied to 1976 
corn crop contract. It is both the 
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»grass seed than steel. We need 
some better way to handle the 
grass seed. The stuff is very hard 
to handle, requiring a lot of hand 
work. I would like to try one of 
those new vacuum machines 
designed to move seed,” he said. 
Dave thinks native grass is the 
best looking. “Look at the roads 
now that have native grasses. 
They are beautiful in their red, 
yellow and gold color. Roads 
with brome grass or otho* cool 
season types are a dull, ugly 
brown. Native grasses reaUy are 
pretty this time of year and 
green in the summer,” he said. 
Lyle sees a new trend in 
pasture maintenance. “It used to 
be that the pasture was a place 
to drop calves, but many farmers 
are tiying to do a better job. 
They see a neighbor with fat cat­ 
tle all summer and want to 
foUow his example,” he said.

A farmer I know evaluated the 
daily grain market report this 
w e¿ by saying it was all politics. 
Trying to predict a political 
market is beyond the ability of 
most, if not all, farmers. They 
are confused and angry. 
Normally, you could expect 
the market to be at a year’s high 
at harvest time. This year, in the 
face of unknown demand by the 
eastern European nations that 
have had a bad crop year, this is 
not so. Even with a fair estimate 
of their needs, predictions are 
difficult because political 
decisions on the amount to be 
sold are the key to the market 
price. 
It would seem unlikely that 
the balance of trade can remain 
favorable with a 107o increase in 
oil prices while grain sales are 
restricted. 
The oil price increase could 


raise demands to trade grain for 
oil on a barter basis. Such deals 
are very difficult to arrange, 
however, and would have to be 
adjusted anually. 
Poland could take quite a bit 
of U.S. grain if the State Depart­ 
ment would allow it. Russia has 
a lot of grain on order, possibly 
as much as her antiquated port 
system really can handle. But 
some could be shipped overland 
from Western Europe or via the 
Polish ports. 


Fears that the bottom will 
drop out of the market would 
appear 
unwarranted. 
Lower 
prices for grain would almost 
certainly be countered by a 
sharp increase in livestock 
feeding which will soften the 
downward pressure. Higher 
prices for fuel and other 
agricultural crop needs will 
stiffen farmers’ resistance to 
lower prices.

Today's lesson in agriculture is 


about the martin heifer. This is a 
heifer that was a twin to a male. 


Most farmers know that such a 


female critter seldom can have a 
calf, so should be marketed 
rather than kept for breeding. , 


Sometimes the animal is from 


stock of sufficient value to take 
the risk of raising it to breeding 
age. Or. Franklin Eldridge, an 
NU animal scientist, would like 
to develop a reliable method to 
predict those 10% that are not 
sterile while the martin is still a 
calf. 


He needs some martins that 


were raised and have actually 
had a calf or are bred. 


Eldrige already has some 


suggestions to predict the 
-breeding ability of such animals 
and hopes to find even better 
methods. Some long-believed 
facts about martin heifers 
proved untrue. 


If you know of a farmer who 


has a bred martin heifer or has 
one that had a calf, Eldridge 
would like to see it, use it for 
some tests and tell the world 
what he found. He needs about 
50 head to have a statistically 
reliable sample for his theories.

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One day corn may grow on a 


tassel like grain sorghum instead 
of on an ear as it does today. 
Most farmers have seen seed on 
a corn tassel but haven't taken 
much notice of it. 


Dr. Basil Tsotsis of the Dekalb 


Company notes that the ear has 
from 800 to 1,000 potential sites 
for a kernel of corn while the 
tassel has 2,500 potential sites. -. 


Tassel seed dries down faster 


and would be much easier to 
harvest. 


Tsotsis has some seed 


produced and is conducting tests 
at several locations around the 
nation, but the finished product 
is still several years away. 


We certainly have come a long 


way since the Indians taught the 
Pilgrims to plant corn in the 
1600's. 


Those folks who are so sure 


the Russians must buy grain 
from us must have gotten a nasty 


shock last week when they 
bought 500,000 tons of soybeans 
from Brazil. 


The Soviets are working on a 


second deal for another batch 
from the same source. It is 
exactly what soybean producers 
predicted would happen with the 
ban on exports. 


The ban cost soybean 


producers in this country a sale 
which the higher world soybean 
price from the Russian purchase 
will only slightly compensate. 


The same thing happened 


twice before with sales to Japan. 
Some political leaders never 1 
team. Perhaps they just don't I 
care what farmers think about 
their actions. 


Those who think Russia must 


trade us oil for wheat may have 
some second thoughts after this 
purchase was announced. I 
doubt, however, that they have 
that much sense. 


Last spring the Federal Trade 


Commission was busy warning 
farmers who wanted to cut back 
on grain production that this 
would be considered an illegal 
restraint of trade. 


Now Merlyn Groot, president 


of the Iowa Soybean Assn. wants 
to know where the agency is 
when the unions are restraining 
trade by refusing to load ships. 


If such a rule applies to 


farmers at planting time, it sure- 
ly ought to apply to a union 
refusal to load grain.

Production Of Red Meat, 
Slaughter Down In August 


Commercial red meat produc- 


tion and the slaughter of cattle, 
hogs, sheep and lambs all 
decreased in the state for the 
month of August, according to 
data from the Nebraska State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics. 


Red meat production for 


August totaled some 179 million 
pounds, 8% below last August's 
total of 303 million pounds. The 
total for the first eight months of 
the year was also down com- 
pared to 1974, by 5%. 


There were 384,000 cattle 


slaughtered in the state during 
August, a 2% reduction from last 
year. The average live weight 
was also lower than 1974, down 


nine pounds to 1,074. The total 
live weight amounted to 412,- 
416,000 pounds, off 3%. 


During August, 194,000 hogs 


were slaughtered, a 27% drop 
from a year ago. Average live 
weight was down 21 pounds 
from a year ago to 227 pounds. 
The total live weight for hogs 
was 44,038,000 pounds, down 
33%. 


The total sheep and lamb 


slaughter for August was 28,500 
down 60% from 1974. Average 
live weight was up by one 
pound, however, from 104 to 105 
pounds. The total live weight'for 
the month was 2,992,000 pounds, 
a 59% reduction. 


Honey Production 
Shows 38% Decline 


Nebraska is not nearly as 


sweet as it was last year, accor- 
ding to a report on honey 
production issued by the State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics. 


Nebraska beekeepers who 


have 300 or more colonies expect 
to produce 6,780,000 pounds of 
honey, a 38% drop from last 
year;. 


The decrease is caused by a 


reduction in the average yield 
per colony from 88 pounds last 
year to 53 pounds this year. 


The number of colonies in 


commercial apiaries increased 
by 2%, this year to 126,000. 


The national honey production 


is expected to be 3% above last 
year, but 20% below 1973 
production.

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It Says'Wisconsin;' 
It May Be Nebraska 


That cheese you buy at the grocery store may 


be labeled "Wisconsin Cheese" because it was 
packaged in Wisconsin, but it may have been 
manufactured right here in Nebraska. 


And until the last month, the "Neu" label 


which is manufactured in Hartington was not 
found on Lincoln and Omaha grocery store 
. shelves. 


According to Jim Neu, the Neu Cheese Fac- 


tory, which has been operating for 13 years, has 
been sending between 100,000 and 150,000 pounds 
of 40-pound blocks of cheese to Wisconsin for the 
last two or three years. 


He said the cheese is then packaged under 


various brand labels and distributed throughout 
the country. 


In addition to the Wisconsin market, Neu 


said he has had a large market for his cheese on 
the West Coast. 


Only recently has he made an effort to break 


into the Lincoln and Omaha markets, he said, but 
the sales have been very good in both places. 


Claire Burroughs of Shaver's, which operates 


stores in both Omaha and Lincoln, said Neu's 
cheese "has been selling very well for us." 


At the present time, he said, it is about 20 


cents cheaper for 10 ounces than another well- 
known brand. 


However, Neu said he would not emphasize 


that his cheese is cheaper because the price fluc- 
tuates considerably with prices of milk. 


"Next month I might have to charge more for 


mine," he said. 


He said during the 13 years he has been in 


operation, he has sold cheese to practically all the 
major firms who package cheese. 


Growing from about 400,000 pounds 


produced per year to eight million pounds 
produced at the Neu plant last year, Neu said 
because of his limited resources he has not made 
an effort to expand his market. 


Burroughs said that Shaver's is "very 


satisfied" with Neu's cheese which he said com- 
pares very well with other popular brands. 


"I think Neu's "Monterrey Jack" cheese is 


better than what we've been getting out of 
Wisconsin," he said. 


Richard Rice, buyer for Fleming Co., said 


that his wholesale firm had not purchased cheese 
from Neu because Fleming had an adequate 
supply of cheese and was satisfied with its lines. 


Nash-Finch is also satisfied with the lines it 


now carries so it saw no reason to buy cheese 
from Neu, according to Dick Hamblin. 


He said that he doubted that the price would 


vary much for comparable products since cheese 
is priced at a market commodity and transporta- 
tion costs would not vary from one part of the 
country to another.

According to Andrea Neu, consumer infor- 


mation services director tot the Wisconsin Cheese 
Festival, special prices will be available to con- 
sumers the weeks of Oct. 6 and Oct. 13. 


According to Mrs. Neu, of every $1,000 spent 


in 1973 for groceries in this country, $17.72 was 
spent on cheese — the consumption of which has 
increased more than 80% since 


Per capita U.S. cheese consumption was 


eight pounds in 1959, while the per person con- 
sumption grew to 14.5 pounds in 1974 with in- 
dications of a further increase in 1975. 


Convenience, versatility, economy, availabili- 


ty and nutritious value have made cheese one of 
the most popular convenience foods on the 
market, Mrs. Neu said. 


Requiring approximately 10 pounds of milk 


to make a pound of cheese, three-fourths of a 
pound of cheddar cheese provides the same pro- 
tein as one pound of beef round steak. 


Cheese, like milk, is rich in protein, vitamin 


A, riboflavin, calcium and phosphorus, she said. 


And one ounce of cheese has most of the 


nutritional benefits of an eight-ounce glass of 
whole milk. 


Wisconsin, which is known as the "Cheese 


Capital;" produces about 40% of the nation's 
cheese, with 95% of this being sold outside 
Wisconsin, according to Mrs. Neu. 


Although the first cheese factory in the 


United States was built in Oneida County, N.Y., 
in 1851, the industry gradually moved west; a 
large concentration of European immigrants 
settling in Wisconsin. 
. 


They brought their family secrets for cheese- 


making. Cheddar has its roots hi Cheddar, 
England; Port duSalut and Blue hi France; 
Muenster in Germany, and Monarella, Provoione 
and Parmesan in Italy. 


Later generations of cheesemakers 


developed Brick and Jack cheese. Colby 
originated in Colby, Wis. 
. 


Cheese can be categorized into three major 


types - natural, pasteurized process and cold 
pack cheese. 


Natural cheese is made directly from whole 


milk, while process cheese is a blend of natural 
cheeses which have beeT pasteurized by heating 
to the point at which all further ripening stops. 


Cold pack .cheese is a blend of natural cheeses 


and is not heated during its manufacture. Often- 
times spices and other flavorings are added to 
cold pack cheese.

You Con Freeze It! 


Cheese can be frozen! 
Contrary to previous beliefs, tests on the freezing of various 


varieties of cheese revealed that most cheese, unopened in the 
original packages, can be frozen for six weeks to two months and 
still maintain excellent quality. 


According to Dorothy Holland, director of Kraft Kitchens, a 


six-month research project using natural and process cheese 
products was undertaken to determine how long each cheese' could 
be frozen and how each could be used when thawed. 


Process cheese maintained a very good quality for four months 


after freezing, while most cheese, unopened in the original 
packages, could be frozen for six weeks to two months, with opened 
packages of natural cheese having a slightly shorter freezer Me. 


Samples were frozen one month before the first evaluation, 


then checked weekly. After three months of freezing, the samples 
were evaluated every other week up to the sixth month of freezing. 


Any noticeable texture and appearance changes were observed. 


After each taste test, product performance was checked. 


Previous research studies showed that freezing alters cheese 


texture, but the change is not harmful. However, it was found that 
all varieties of cheese should be used fairly soon after thawing 
because they have a tendency to break up or become crumbly after 
freezing. 


• The only cheese product which does not freeze successfully, ac- 


cording to the tests, is neufchatel. Even with minimum freezing, 
the quality of neufchatel was not satisfactory when thawed.

According to Jim Neu , the Neu Cheese Fac­ 
tory . which has been operating for 13 y ears, has 
been sending between 100,000 and 150,000 pou nds 
of 40-pou nd blocks of cheese to Wisconsin for the 
last two or three y ears. 
He said the cheese is then packaged u nder 
v ariou s brand labels and distribu ted throu ghou t 
the cou ntry . 


In addition to the Wisconsin market. Neu 
said he has had a large market for his cheese on 
the West Coast. 
Only recently has he made an effort to break 
into the Lincoln and Omaha markets, he said, bu t 
the sales hav e been v ery good in both places. 
Claire Bu rrou ghs of Shav er’s, which operates 
stores in both Omaha and Lincoln, said Neu ’s 
cheese “has been selling v ery well for u s.” 
At the present time, he said, it is abou t 20 
cents cheaper for 10 ou nces than another well- 
known brand. 
Howev er, Neu said he wou ld not emphasize 


that his cheese is cheaper becau se the price flu c­ 
tu ates considerably with prices of milk. 
“Nex t month I might hav e to charge more for 
mine,” he said. 
He said du ring the 13 y ears he has been in 
operation, he has sold cheese to practically all the 
major firms who package cheese.

“I think Neu ’s “Monterrey Jack” cheese is 
better than what we’v e been getting ou t of 
Wisconsin,” he said. 
Richard Rice, bu y er for Fleming Co., said 
that his wholesale firm had not pu rchased cheese 
from Neu becau se Fleming had an adequ ate 
su pply of cheese and was satisfied with its Unes. 
Nash-Finch is also satisfied with the hnes it 
now carries so it saw no reason to bu y cheese 
from Neu . according to Dick Hambhn. 
He said that he dou bted that the price wou ld 
v ary mu ch for comparable produ cts since cheese 
is priced at a market commodity and transporta­ 
tion costs wou ld not v ary from one part of the 
cou ntry to another.

—Never leave small children 


alone in the house. Not even for 
a few minutes.

West could not score their five 
heart tricks, and declarer 
eventually 
made 
three 


notrump. 
Considering that West had 


found the killing lead, it seems a 
pity that the defense got all 
fouled up and allowed declarer 
to make the contract. However, 
the fact is that the winning 
defense is not altogether easy to 
find — unless one sees all four 
hands. 
Surely, East’s ace of hearts 


play at trick two is correct, as 
declarer might have had the< 
doubleton queen. It is also true 
that West could have saved the 
situation by dropping his queen 
on East’s ace — but this would 
have looked mighty foolish if 
South’s holding had been J-7-2 
or J-9-7-2. 
So, while neither defender 


was 
guilty 
of 
culpable 


negligence, the fact remains 
that something went wrong 
somewhere. It was suggested at 
the time that East should have 
won the first heart abnormally 
with the ace and then played the 
king, thus suggesting that West 
drop his queen on die king on 
the basis that “ an unusual 
defensive play calls for an 
unusual defensive play by 
partner.” 
True enough, but obviously 


such delicate plays require a 
previous arrangement by a 
partnership for them to be ef­ 
fective.

Defense Key To Kansas -Husker Game,Says Scout Zoffuto

There was little doubt who was the happiest person in the 
press box Saturday at Memorial Stadium after the Kansas- 
Wisconsin football score was announced. 
“Sure. I’m real excited,” said Mike Zoffuto, who coaches 
the Kansas offensive line and runs the scout defensive team, 
after Kansas demolished Wisconsin, 41-7 Saturday at Madison. 
“I saw the Missouri-Wisconsin game last week and I knew 
we couldn’t make any mistakes and win against Wisconsin,” 
said Zoffuto, who was scouting the Huskers in a 31-16 win over 
Miami for head coach Bud Moore. “Our young kids (only six 
senior starters) like to play. They aren’t afraid to pay the price it 
takes to win.” 
Kansas, which dropped an 18-14 decision to Washington 
State, has won its last three games. KU stopped Kentucky, 14- 
10. Oregon State, 20-0 and Wisconsin. 
“The first week was the first time our team played together 
with its new offense,” he noted. “The next week, we played a 
good football team at Kentucky and our defense was outstan- 
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ding again. We had a couple of long offensive plays, but other 
than that it was our defense. 
“Our defense continued to play well and the offense looked 
a little better against Oregon State,” he added. “ Against Wiscon­ 
sin. we must have play(^ real well.” 
Nevertheless, Zoffuto knows the Jayhawks will face a dif­ 
ficult chore Saturday when they invade Lincoln to meet NU in 
the Big Eight Conference opener for both schools. 
“ KU will be coming into a stadium and playing before 76,- 


000 persons. A lot of our players have never played before that 
many people,” he said. “You’re talking about a super football 
team (Nebraska) with a great defense. 
“We can’t make any mistakes if we’re going to compete. 
I’m just talking about competing not even winning. I’m sure our 
kids will come up here wanting to win or they wouldn’t come, 


“ But this is what football is all about—playing in front of 
76,(X)0 people in red.” he added. 
While the Jayhawks have gained experience in each game, 
perhaps the biggest reason for the KU improvement has been 
quarterback Nolan Cromwell. 


CTomwell, a 6-2 junior, began the season as a free safety, 
but was switched to quarterback for the Or^on State game. 
Against the Beavers, he rushed for 294 yards, eclipsing the 
former one-game KU rushing mark of Gale Sayers. 
Against Wisconsin, he scored two touchdowns and marched 
the KU wishbone attack for three more scores, proving that 
Moore’s strategy is obviously working. 
“Cromwell’s a good athlete, but it was a hard decision to

Griffey was the most trou­ 
blesome for the Pirates, steal­ 
ing three bases to equal the 
major league playoff record set 
by Morgan in Saturday’s game. 
Concepcion chipped in with two 
steals while Morgan and George 
Foster each had one.

BOSTON (AP) - Pitchers 
around the American League 
have a pet name for the leftfield 
wall in Fenway Park. They call 
it “The Green Monster” and on 
Sunday, Carl Yastrzemski an'd 
the Boston Red Sox used it to 
devour the Oakland A’s. 
Yastrzemski and Rico Petro- 
celli both walloped home runs 
and the Red Sox bounced from 
b^ind for a 6-3 victory that gave 
them a 2-0 edge over the A’s in 
the best-of-five series that con­ 
tinues Tuesday in Oakland. 
Both homers headed for mon- 
ster-land Yastrzemski’s two-run 
shot landed in the netting just 
atop the 37-foot high fence. But 
Petrocelli’s was even long­ 
er-soaring into the light tower 
beyond the wall. 
the 
two 
teammates—only 
players left from Boston’s 1967 
American League champions— 
struggled through so-so seasons, 
Petrocelli batting .239, 30 points 
less than Yaz. But they made up 
for it Sunday. 
Besides his homer, Yaz also 
scored Boston’s go-ahead run 
after doubling off that familiar 
left-field fence and coming in on 
Carlton Fisk’s single off reliever 
Rollie Fingers. 
Yaz also threw out a runner, 
cutting short an Oakland raliy. 
That rated a standing ovation 
from the capacty crowd of 35,- 
578, a salute that still thrills Yaz, 
even after 15 years in the majors.

For most of the season, Yaz 
played first base. But he has 
been in left field for this series 
and played the tricky Fenway 
monster perfectly. The switch 
has hardly bothered the man 
who Is captain of his club. 
“ I can play left field in my 
sleep,” he said. 
Fingers had arrived on the 
st'ene in the fifth inning—a bit 
early for him. .Manager Alvin 
Dark usually likes to wait until 
the seventh or so before sum­ 
moning the man wifll the han­ 
dlebar moustache. But the way 
the Red Sox were spraying base 
hits around this classic, old 
ballyard. Dark felt obliged to go 
with his best relief arm early. 


At the time, the move paid off. 
Fingers bailed out of a Red Sox 
threat—courtesy of Reggie 
Jackson's strong left arm. 
Jackson, who also had a two-run 
homer for the A’s. gunned down 
Cecil Cooper at the plate, com­ 
pleting one of a record four 
Oakland double plays. 
But the Red Sox, who had 
been beaten by Fingers three 
tunes during the regular season, 
retaliated in the sixth. With one 
out, Yaz doubled haflway up the 


wall in left field Fingers worked 
the count to 3-1 on Fisk before 
the sturdy Red Sox cleanup man 
drilled his single to center, sen­ 
ding Yastrzemski home with the 
tie-breaking run. 
Then in the seventh, Petro- 
celli, leading off, unloaded his 
home run, giving the Red Sox a 
two-run cushion. Boston added a 
run in the eighth on Fred Lynn’s 
RBI single. ReUever Dick Drago, 
the third Boston pitcher, 
protected that edge the rest of 
the way. 
Drago had come on in the 
seventh inning with a man on 
fu^t and none out. He struck out 
pinch-hitter Billy Williams and 
then escaped the jam when 
Tommy Harper, running on a 
hit-and-run play, was doubled 
off first base as Bill North lined 
to Lynn in center field. 
In the eighth, Bando, who ta- 
tooed the short left-field wall all 
day, doubled for his fourth hit. 
But Drago squirmed out of the 
jam, striking out Jackson and 
getting One Tenace on a line 
drive to Yastrzemski in left. 
The Red Sox. down 3-0, 
bounced off the deck to tie the 
score with three runs in the 
fourth inning when they knocked 
out Oakland starter Vida Blue.

to drop in the past year. Doctors, 
educators and those running 
television news stand at the head 
of the list in generating public 
confidence, while Congress, the 
executive branch of the federal 
government and leaders of 
organized labor finish at the bot- 
tom.

of 1973, when the confidence in 
TV news reached an all-time 
high of 41%. Tbe press also row 
marginally in confidence this 
past year but is still below its 
high water mark of 1973. 


The most sizable slippage can 


be noted for government. Both 
the Congress and the executive 
branch of the federal govern- 
ment have fallen off to a lowly 
137o level of confidence in them. 
The U.S. Supreme Court, caught 
up in a number of controversial 
rulings on school busing, once 
again has dipped in confidence, 
even though it has acquired a 
substantial number of conser- 
vative justices appointed by 
former President Nixon. The 
military continues on the down- 
side, recording in this latest sur- 
vey no more than 24% who 
express high confidence in them. 
The loss of public esteem for the 
military since 1966 has been 


greater than that of any other 
major institution in the survey. 


This lack of confidence in 


government, of course, explains 
why the public has become skep- 
tical of almost any sweeping 
governmental solution to tbe 
problems that beset the country. 
At the same time, especially in 
the case of the economy, the 
public loudly complains that 
there is too much inaction as in- 
flation heats up again and un- 
employment seems not" to be 
declining. However, since 
business also has reached new 
lows in public confidence, there 
is little faith that the private sec- 
tor can turn the country around. 


In short, there is a leadership 


vacuum in this country across 
the board, which should make 
the 1976 election more wide 
open than at any time in recent 
years.

The most sizable slippage can 
be noted for government. Both 
the Congress and the executive 
branch of the federal govern­ 
ment have fallen off to a lowly 
13% level of confidence in them. 
The U.S. Supreme Court, caught 
up in a number of controversial 
rulings on school busing, once 
again has dipped in confidence, 
even though it has acquired a 
substantial number of conser­ 
vative justices appointed by 
former President Nixon. The 
military continues on the down­ 
side, recording in this latest sur­ 
vey no more than 24% who 
express high confidence in them. 
The loss of public esteem for the 
military since 1966 has been 


greater than that of any other 
major institution in the survey. 
This lack of confidence in 
government, of course, explains 
why the public has become skep­ 
tical of almost any sweeping 
governmental solution to the 
problems that beset the country. 
At the same time, especially in 
the case of the economy, the 
public loudly complains that 
there is too much inaction as in­ 
flation heats up again and un­ 
employment seems not to be 
declining. However, since 
business also has reached new 
lows in public confidence, there 
is bttle faith that the private sec­ 
tor can turn the country around. 
In short, there is a leadership 
vacuum in this country across 
the board, which should make 
the 1976 election more wide 
open than at any time in recent 
years.
